expence  of  52,000  marks ;  an  im- 
menfe  Aim  at  ihat  time. 

Here  it  was  that  John,  King  of 
France,  rdided,  when  a  prifoner  in 
England,  in  the  year  1357,  and  upon 
his  return  hither  in  1363,  when  it 
was  efteemcd  one  of  the  fineil  palaces 
in  England. 

This  edifice  was  burnt  in  138 1, 
by  the  Kentlih  rebels,  on  account  of 
fome  pique  they  had  conceived  againlt 
John  of  Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lancafter, 
who  was  then  proprietor :  but  the 
ground  afterwards  devolving  to  the 
crown,  King  Henry  VII.  began  to 
rebuild  it,  as  it  at  prefent  appears, 
for  an  hofpital,  for  the  reception  of  an 
hundred  diftrefTed  objecls.  But  that 
prince  not  living  to  fee  it  completed, 
Henry  VIII.  his  fon,  not  only  grant- 
ed his  manor  of  the  Savoy  to  the 
Bifliop  of  Winchefter,  and  others, 
the  executors  of  his  father's  will, 
towards  finifhing  the  hofpital ;  but, 
by  his  charter  of  the  5th  of  July  15 13, 
conflituted  them  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  to  confirt  of  a  mailer,  five 
fecular  chaplains,  and  four  regulars, 
in  honour  of  Jefus  Chrift,  his  Mo- 
ther, and  St.  John  Baptift ;  the 
foundation  to  be  denominated,  The 
hofpital  of  King  Henry  VTI.  late 
King  of  England,  of  the  Savoy. 
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This  hofpital  was  fuppreffed  in 
the  reign  of  Edward  VI.  when  the 
revenues  were  found  to  amount  to 
530 1.  per  ann.  which  that  prince 
gave  to  the  city  of  London,  towards 
making  a  provision  for  the  hofpitals 
of  Bridewell,  Chridt-church,  and  St. 
Thomas ;  but  Queen  Mary  converted 
it  into  an  hofpital  again  ;  and  having 
endowed  it  anew,  her  ladies  and  maids 
of  honour  completely  furniihed  it,  at 
their  own  expence.  However,  the 
hofpital  was  again  fuppreiTed  by 
Queen  Elizabeth,  and  the  revenues 
applied  to  the  ufes  intended  by  her 
brother. 

Nothing  is  to  be  feen  here  now, 
but  the  ruins  of  the  ancient  edifice, 
built  with  free-flcne  and  flints  ;  a- 
mong  which  is  Hill  remaining  part 
of  a  great  building,  in  which  de- 
tachments of  the  King's  guards  lie, 
and  where  they  have  the:r  Marihal- 
fea  prifon,  for  the  confinement  of  de- 
ferters,  and  other  offenders,  and  to 
fecure  their  recruits. 

A  part  of  the  Savoy  was  affigned 
by  King  William  III.  for  the  refi- 
dence  of  the  French  refugees,  who 
Hill  have  a  chapel  here,  in  confor- 
mity to  the  church  of  England.

In  the  Name  of  the  Mofl  Holy  Trinity. 
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TH  E  King  of  Great  Britain,  and 
the  Moll  Chrillian  King,  ani- 
mated with  the  reciprocal  defire  to  re- 
eitablim  union  and  good  underfland- 
ing  between  them,  as  well  for  the  good 
of  mankind  in  general,  as  for  that  of 
their  refpeiiive  kingdoms,  flates, 
and  fubjects,  having  refhcled,  foon 
after  the  rupture  between  Great  Britain 
and  Spain,  on  the  ftste  of  the  nego- 
tiation lad  year,  (which  unhappily 
had  not  the  d;  fired  effeel)  as  well  as 


on  the  points  in  difpute  between  the 
crowns  of  Great  B.itain  and  Spain  5 
their  Britannick  and  Moil  Chrillian 
Majefties  began  a  correfpandence  to 
endeavour  to  find  means  to  adjult  the 
differences  fubfiiHng  between  their 
faid  Majeflies.  At  the  fame  time, 
the  Molt  Chrillian  King  having  com- 
municated to  the- King  of  Spain  thefe 
happy  difpofltions,  hi 3  Catholick  Ma- 
jefly  was  animated  with  the  fame  zeal 
for  the  good  of  mankind,  and  that  of 
P  p  2  his 
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Jvs  fubje£b,  and  refolved  to  extend 
and  multiply  the  fruits  of  peace  by  his 
concurrence  in  fuch  laudable  intentions. 
Their  Britannick,  Mod  Cbriitian, 
and  Catholick  Majefties,  having  in 
ccnfequence,  maturely  confidered  a'l 
the  above  point?,  as  well  as  the  dif- 
ferent events  which  have  happened 
during  the  courfe  of  the  prefem  nego- 
tiation, have,  by  mutual  confent,  a- 
greedon  the  following  articles,  which 
Hi  all  ftrve  as  a  bail  3  to  the  future  Trea- 
ty of  Peace.  For  which  purpofe,  his 
Biitannick  Majelly  has  named  and  au- 
thorized John  Duke  and  Earl  of  Bed- 
ford, Marquis  of  Taviftock,  &c.  Mi- 
ivfter  of  State  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  Lieutenant-General  of  his 
Forces,  Keeper  of  his  Privy  Sea), 
Knight  of  the  Moft  Noble  Order  of 
the  Garter,  and  his  Britannick  Maje- 
sty's MiniOer  Plenipotentiary  to  his 
Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  ;  His  Moft 
Chriftian  Majefty,  Caefar  Gabriel  de 
Choifeul,  Duke  cf  Praflin,  Poor  of 
France,  Knight  of  the  Moll  Chriflian 
King's  Orders,  Lieutenant  General  of 
his  Forces,  Counfellor  in  all  his 
Councils,  and  Miniiler  and  Secretary 
of  State  of  hisCommands  and' Financfs; 
And  his  Catholick  Majefty  has  likewife 
named  and  authorized  Don  Jerome 
Grimaldi,  Marquis  de  Grimaidi, 
Knight  of  the  Moil  Chriflian  King's 
Orders,  Getftlemari  of  the  Bed  Cham- 
ber to  his  Catholick  Majefty  in  em- 
ployment, and  his  Ambafiador  Ex- 
tr  ordinary  to  his  Moft  Chriftian  Mi- 
jelly;  who,  after  having  duJy  commu- 
nicated to  each  other  their  full  powers 
in  good  form,  have  agreed  on  the 
following  Articles. 

Ariclel.  As  foon  as  the  Prelimi- 
sries  mail  be  figned  and  ratified,  fin- 
cere  rYienaffiip  mall  be  re-cilablifhed 
between  his  Britannick  Majefty  and 
his  moil  CKfirtian  Msjefty,  and  be- 
tween hh  HiGS! Britannick  Majeuy  and 
his  Catholick  Majefty,  their  king- 
doms, ftatep,  and  fubjech,  by  fea  and 
]ry  land,  in  al!  p3rts  of  the  world. 
Orders' fh all  be  fent  to  the  arrives  and 
Iqiiadfo'nsi  as  well  as  to  the  fubjei 
at  the   three  powers,  to  flop,  all  hoiti- 
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lities,  and  to  live  in  the  moft  perfect 
union,  forgetting  what  has  paifed,  of 
which  their  Sovereigns  give  them  the 
order  and  example:  and,  for  the  ex- 
ecution of  this  Article,  fea-pa.Tes  (hail 
be  g:ven,  on  each  fide,  for  the  (hips 
which  mall  be  difpatched  to  carry  the 
news  of  it  to  the  refpeclive  pciTellions 
of  the  three  powers. 

Art.  II.  Flis  Moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefty renounces  all  pretentions,  which 
he  has  heretofore  formed,  or  might 
have  formed,  to  Nova  Scotia,  or  A- 
cadia,  in  all  its  parts,  and  guaranties 
the  whole  of  it,  with  all  its  depen- 
dencies to  t'  e  King  of  Great  Britian: 
moreover,  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty 
cedes  and  guaranties  to  his  fa:d  Bri- 
tannick Majefty,  in  fu'l  rig'nr,  Canada, 
with  all  its  dependencies,  as  well  as 
the  ifland  of  Cape  Breton,  and  all  the 
other  iflands  in  the  gulph  and  River 
of  St.  Laurence  without  reftnclion, 
and  without  any  liberty  to  depart  from 
this  ceflion  and  guaranty,  under  any 
pretence,  or  to  trouble  Great  Britain 
in  the  pofTeifions  above  mentioned. 
His  Britannick  Majefty,  on  his  fide, 
agrees  to  grant  to  the  inhabitants  of 
Canada  the  liberty  of  the  Catholick 
religion :  he  will,  in  confequence, 
give  the  moft  exact  and  the  moft  ef- 
fectual orders,  that  his  new  Roimn 
Catholick  fuhjecls  may  profefs  the 
worfhip  of  their  religion,  according  to 
the  rites  of  the  Roman  church,  as  far 
as  the  laws  of  Great  Britain  permit. 
His  Britannick  M.ijefty  further  agree*, 
that  the  French  in iv^bita-t?,  or  othe-s 
who  would  have  been  fubjecls  of  the 
Moft  Ch'iftian  King  in  Canada,  may 
retire,  in  all  fafety  and  freedom, 
wherever  they  pleafe  ;  and  may 
their  cftate?,  provided  it  be  to 
Britannick  Majeflvjs  fubjecls,  and 
tsaoi'port  their  effects,  a  their 

pe  :ons,    without   beir;  id  in 

their  emigation,  under  any  prstence 
whatfoever,  except  debts,  or. criminal 
profecutions :  the. term  limited  fcrthis 
emigration  being  fixed  to  the  fpace  cf 
eighteen  month?,  tobe  competed  from 
the  day  of  the  ratification  of  the  Defi- 
nitive Treaty. 

Art. 
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Art.  III.  The  fobjefta  of  France 
(hall  have  the  liberty  of  flming  ard 
drying,  en  a  part  of  the  coafts  of  the 
ifland  of  Newfoundland,  fuch  as  it  is 
ipecifie^  in  the  Xillth  Article  of  the 
treaty  of 'Utftcht;  which  article  fhall 
be  confirmed  and  renewed  by  the  ap- 
proaching definitive  treaty,  (except 
what  regards  the  IfLmd  of  Cape 
Breton,  as  well  as  the  other  iflands  in 
the  mouth  and  in  the  Gulph  of  St. 
Laurence  :  and  his  Britannick  Majefty 
confents  to  leave  to  the  Molt  Chrifttan 
King's  fubjeds  the  liberty  to  fifli  in 
the  Gulph  of  St  Laurence,  on  conditi- 
on that  the  fubjects  of  France  do  not 
cxercife  the  faid  fifhery,  but  at  the 
difhnce  of  three  leagues  from  all  the 
coafts  belonging  to  Great  Britain,  as 
well  thofe  of  the  continent}  as  thofe 
of  the  iflands  fnuated  in  the  faid  Gulph 
of  St.  Laurence.  And  as  to  what  re- 
lates to  the  fifliery,  out  of  the  faid 
Gulph,  his  Moll  Chrifiian  Majj  ally's 
fubjefls  Khali  not  excercife  the  fiihery, 
but  at  the  diftance  of  fifteen  leagues 
from  the  coafts  of  the  ifland  of  Cape 
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[The  13th  Article  in  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht, 
here  alluded  to,  runs  in  thefe  words: 

"  Article  XIII.  The  ifland  called  New- 
foundland, with  the  adjacent  ifland?,  /hall  rrom 
this  time  forward  belong  of  right  wholly  to 
Britain;  and  to  that  end  the  town  and  for- 
trefs  of  Phcentia,  and  whatever  other  places 
in  the  faid  iflandare  in  poffeffion  of  the  French, 
fhall  be  yielded  and  given  up,  within  leven 
months  from  the  exchange  of  the  Ratification 
of  this  Treaty,  or  fooner  if  poffible,  by  the 
Moft  Chrifiian  King,  to  thefc  who  have  a 
commifficn  from  the  Qtieeri  of  Great  Britain 
for  that  purpofe.  Nor  fhall  the  Moft  Chrifiian 
King,  his  heirs  and  fucceffjrs,  or  any  of  their 
fubjedls,  at  any  time  hereafter,  lay  claim  to 
any  right  to  the  Lid  ifland  and  iflands,  cr  to 
any  part  of  it,  or  them.  Moreover,  it  fhall 
not  be  lawful  for  the  fubje&s  of  France  to 
fortify  any  place  in  the  faid  ifland  of  New- 
fo'.malard,  or  to  erect  any  buildings  ther-%  be- 
Mdcs  fl.iges  made  of  boards,  and  huts  neceflary 
and  utijal  for  drying  of  fifh  ;  or  to  ref,-r.  ic  the 
faid  ifland,  beyond  the  time  neceflary  for  fitt- 
ing and  drying  of  fifh.  But  it  fhall  be  allowed 
to  the  fubjetls  of  Fiance  to  catch  fi&,  and  dry 
them  en  land,  in  that  part  only,  and  in  no 
r.ther  befides  that,  of  the  faid  ifland  of  New- 
foundland, which  ffretehes  frcm  the  place 
called  Cape  Bonavifta  to  the  northern  point  of 
the  faid  ifia.ndj   arid  from  thence,    running 
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down  by  the  wefl-ern  flr'e,  rparhes  a<t  far  a«  thfl 
place  called  iJo  nt  Rcche.  But  the  ifland  ca  lrd 
Cape  Breton,  a<  alio  a'l  others,  both  in  tl  e 
m  iuth  nt  the  river  St.  Laurence,  aid  in  th* 
giriph  of  the  fam*  name,  fl.all  hereafter  be- 
long ofiifht  t>  the  Fnnrh:  and  the  Mrft 
Chrifiian  King  fha.J  have  all  mar.ner  o>  liber- 
ty to  f.  jtify  anv  place  or  piaces  there."] 

Art.  IV.'  Tie  King  of  G.eat  Bri- 
tain cedeb  the  iflands  of  St  Peter  and 
of  Miquelon,  In  fuil  right,  to  his 
Moft  ChriUian  Majefty,  to  ferve  as  a 
iheiter  for  the  French  fifherracftj  and 
his  faid  Majefty  obliges  himfelf,  on 
his  Royal  Word,  not  to  fortify  the 
faid  iflands ;  to  erect  no  buildings  there 
but  merely  for  the  conveniency  of  the 
tilhery;  and  to  keep  there  only  a 
guard  of  fifty  men  for  the  police. 

Art.  V.  The  town  and  port  of 
Dunkirk  (hall  be  put  into  the  flate 
fixed  by  the  Iaft  treaty  of  Aix-la-Cha- 
peile,  and  by  former  treaties:  the 
Cunette  fhall  remain  as  it  now  is,  pro- 
vided that  the  E-nglifh  Engineers, 
named  by  hi>  Britannick  Majefty,  and 
received  at  Dunkirk  by  order  of  his 
Moll  Chriftian  Majefty,  verify,  that 
thisCuneueis  only  of  ufefor  the  whole- 
fomenefs  of  the  air,  and  the  health  of 
the  inhabitants. 

Art.  VI.  In  order  to  re-eftablifli 
peace  en  the  moft  folid  and  Jailing 
foundations,  and  to  remove  for  ever 
every  fuhject  of  difpute  with  regard 
to  the  limits  of  the  Brinfh  and  French 
territories  on  the  continent  of  America; 
it  is  agreed,  that,  for  the  future,  the 
confines  between  the  dominions  of  his 
Britannick  Majefty,  and  thofe  of  his 
Molr  Chriftian  Majefty,  in  that  part 
of  the  world,  mail  be  irrevocably  fixed 
by  a  line  drawn  along  the  middle  cf 
the  river  MiiTuTippi,  from  its  fcurce, 
as  far  as  the  river  Iberville,  and  from 
thence,  by  a  line  drawn  al§ng  the 
middle  of  this  river,  ard  of  the  lakes 
Maorepas  and  Pontchartrrdn  to  the  fea; 
and  to  thisporpefe,  the  Moil  Chriftian 
King  cedes  in  full  rjght,  and  gua- 
ranties to  his  Britannick  Majefty,  the 
liver  and  port  of  Mobile,  and  ev^ry 
thing  that  he  pofTcff.  s,  cr  ought  to 
have  poflHIed,  on  the  lert-lide  of 
the  river  Miffiffippj,  except  the  town 

of 
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of  New  Orleans, 

which  it  is  ficuated,  which  fhall  re- 
main to  France ;  provided  that  the 
navigation  of  the  river  MifTitfipi  fhall 
be  equally  free,  as  well  to  the  fubjecTs 
of  Great  Britain  as  to  thofe  of  France, 
in  its  whole  breadth  and  length,  from 
its  fource  to  the  fea,  and  that  part  ex- 
prefely  which  is  between  the  faid  ifland 
of  New  Orleans  and  the  right  bank  of 
that  river,  as  well  as  the  pafiage  both 
in  and  out  of  its  mouth:  It  is  further 
ftipulated,  that  the  veflels  belonging 
to  the  fubje&s  of  either  nation  thali 
not  be  Hopped,  vifned,  or  fubjefted  to 
the  payment  of  any  duty  whatfoever. 
The  ftipulations  in  favour  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  Canada,  inferted  in  the 
fecond  Article,  fhall  alfo  take  place, 
with  regard  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  countries  ceded  by  this  article. 

Art.  VII.  The  King  of  Great 
Britain  fhall  reflore  to  France  the 
iflands  of  Guadelupe,  of  Mariegzlante, 
of  Defirade,  of  Marti nico,  and  of 
Belleifle;  and  the  forfcrefles  of  thefe 
iflands  fhall  be  reftored  in  the  fame 
condition  they  were  in,  when  they 
were  conquered  by  the  Britifh  arms; 
provided  that  the  term  of  18  months, 
to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the 
Ratification  of  the  Definitive  Treaty, 
{hall  be  granted  to  his  Britannick 
fyj.jefty's  ftibjedts,  who  may  have 
>cttled  in  the  faid  iflands,  and  other 
pjaces  re.ftored  to  France  by  the  Defi- 
nitive Treaty,  to  fell  their  etiates, 
recover  their  debt:,  and  to  tranfport 
x'ne]r  effects,  as  well  as  their  perfons, 
without  being  retrained  on  account  of 
their  re^gion,  or  under  any  other 
pretence  whatibever,  except  that  of 
debts    or  of  criminal  profecutions. 

Art.  VlH*  The  Mod  Chriftian  King 
<edes  and  guaranties  to  his  Britannick 
Majefty,  infa^  right,  the  iflands  of  Gre- 
nada, and  the  Grenadines,  with  the 
fame  {Imputations  in  favour  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  this  colony,  as  are  inferted  in 
the  2d  article  for  thofe  of  Canada:  and 
the  partition  of  the  iflands  called  Neu- 
tral, is  agreed  and  fixed,  fo  that  thofe 
of  St.  Vincent,  Dominico,  and  Toba- 
go, fhall  remain  in  full  right  to  Eog- 
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and  the  ifland  in  land,  and  that  of  St.  Lucia  fhall  be 
delivered  to  France,  to  enjoy  the 
fame  in  like  manner  in  full  right : 
the  two  crowns  reciprocally  guaranty- 
ing to  each  other  the  partition,  fo  fti- 
pulated. 

Art.  IX.  His  Britannick  Majefty 
fhall  reflore  to  France  the  ifland  of 
Goree  in  the  condition  it  was  in  when 
conquered  :  and  his  Moll  Chriftian 
Majefty  cedes  in  full  right,  and  gua- 
ranties to  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
Senegal. 

Art.  X.  In  the  Eaft-Indies,  Great 
Britain  fhall  reflore  to  France  the  fe- 
vera'l  cemptoirs,  which  that  crown 
had  on  the  coafl  of  Coromandel,  as 
well  as  on  that  of  Malabar,  and  alio 
in  Bengal,  at  the  commencement  of 
hofuli:ies  between  the  two  companies 
in  the  year  1749,  in  the  condition 
in  which  they  now  are,  on  condition 
that  his  Moll  Chriftian  Majefty  re- 
nounces the  acquifltions  which  he  has 
made  on  the  coaft  of  Coromandel, 
fince  the  faid  commencement  of  hofti- 
lities  between  the  two  companies  in 
the  year  1749. 

His  Moll  Chriftian  Majefty,  on  his 
fide,  fhall  reflore  all  that  he  fhall  have 
conquered  from  Great  Britain,  -in  the 
Eaft-indie*,  during  the  prefent  war; 
and  he  ajfo  engages  not  to  erect  any 
fortifications,  or  to  keep  any  troops 
in  Bengal. 

Art.  XF.  The  ifland  of  Minorca 
fhall  bereftored  to  his  Britannick  Ma- 
jefty, as  well  as  fort  St.  Philip,  in  the 
fame  condition  they  were  in,  when 
they  were  conquered  by  the  arms  of 
the  Mod  Chriftian  King;  with  the 
artillery  that  was  there  at  the  taking 
of  the  faid  ifland  and  of  the  faid  fort. 

Art.  XII.  France  fhall  rcilore  all 
the  country  belonging  to  the  electorate 
of  Hanover,  to  the  Landgrave  of 
Hefle,  to  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick,  and 
to  the  Count  of  La  Lippe  Buckcbourg, 
which  are,  or  fhall  beoccupied  by  the 
arms  of  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  :  the 
fcrtrefTes  of  thefe  different  countries 
fhall  be  reftored  in  the  fame  condition 
they  were  in  when  they  were  conquer- 
ed by    the   French  arms;  and   the 

pieces 
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pieces  of  artillery,  which  (hall  have  the  fubje&s  of  his  Britannick  Majelly, 
been  carried  eKewhere,  fhall  be  re- 
placed by  the  fame  number,  of  the 
fame  bore,  weight  and  metal :  as  to 
what  regards  hoftages  exacted  or 
given  during  the  war,  to  this  day, 
they  fhall  be  lent  back  without  ranfom. 
Art.  XIII.  After  the  ratification  of 
the  Preliminaries,  France  fhall  eva- 
cuate, as  foon  as  it  can  be  done,  the 
fortreffes  of  Cleves,  Wezel,  and  Guel- 
dres,  and  in  general  all  the  countries 
belonging  to  the  King  of  Pruiiia ;  and, 
at  the  fame  time,  the  Britifh  and 
French  armies  fhall  evacuate  all  the 
countries  which  they  occupy,  or  may 
thei  occupy,  in  Weftphalia,  Lowe 
Saxony , on  the  Lower  Rhine,  the  Upper 
Rhine,  and  in  ail  the  empire ;  and 
each  fhall  retire  into  the  dominions  of 
their  refpective  Sovereigns  :  and  their 
Britannick  and  Moft  Chriftian  M?jeft':es 

further  engage,  and  promife,  not  to 

furnifh  any  fuccour,  of  any  kind,  to 

their* refpe&ive  allies,  who  fhah  con- 
tinue engaged  in  the  prefent  war  in 

Germany. 

Art.  XIV.  The   towns  of  Offend 

and  Nieuport  fhall  bs  evacuated  by 

his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty's  troops, 

immediately  after  the  iignature  of  the 

prefent  preliminaries. 

Art.  XV.  The  decifion  of  the  prizes 

made  on  the  Spaniards  by  the  fubje&s 

of  Great  Britian,  in  time  of  peace, 

fhall  be  referred  to  the  courts  of  juftice 

of  the  admiralty  of  Great  Britain,  con- 
formably to  the  rules  eftablifhed  among 

all  nations,  fo  that  the  validity  of  the 

faid   prizes,  between  the  Britifh  and 

Spanifh  nations,  fhall  be  decided  and 

judged,  according  to  the  law  of  na- 
tions, and  according  to  treaties,  in  the 

courts  of  juftice  of  the  nation  who 

(hall  have  made  the  capture. 

Arc.  XVI.  Hii  Britannick  Majefty 

fliall  caufe  all  the  fortifications  to  be 

demolifhed,  which   his  fubjects  fhall 

have  erected  in  the  bay  of  Honduras, 

and  other  places  of  the  territory  of 
Spain  in  that  pm  of  the  world,  four 

months  after  the  ratification  of  the 
definitive  treaty  :  and  his  Catholick 
Majefty  fhajl  aot  for  the  future,  fuffer 


or  their  workmen,  to  be  dilturbed,  or 
molefted,  under  any  pietence  whatfo- 
ever,  in  their  occupation  of  cutting, 
loading,  and  carrying  away  logwood; 
and  for  this  purpofe,  they  may  build 
without  hinderance,  or  occupy  without 
interruption,  the  houfes  and  maga- 
zines, necefTary  for  them,  for  their 
families,  and  for  their  effects ;  and 
his  faid  Catholick  Majefty  affures  to 
them,  by  this  article,  the  entire  enjoy- 
ment of  what  is  above  ftipulated. 

Art.  XVII.  His  Catholick  Majefty 
defifts  from  all  pretenfion  which  he 
may  have  formed  to  the  right  of  fifa- 
ing  about  the  ifland  of  Newfound- 
land. 

Art.  XVIII.  The  King  of  Great 
Britan  fhall  reftore  to  Spain  all  that  he 
has  conquered  in  the  ifland  of  Cuba, 
with  the  fortrefs  of  the  Havannah  ; 
and  that  fortrefs,  as  well  as  all  the 
other  fortreiTes  of  the  faid  ifland,  fhall 
be  reftored  in  the  fame  condition  they 
were  in  when  they  were  conquered  by 
his  Britannick  Majefty's  arms. 

Art.' XIX.  In  confequence  of  the 
reflitution  ftipulated  in  the  preceding 
article,    his  Catholick  Majefty  cedes 
and  guaranties,   in  full  right,  to  hi3 
Britannick  Majefty,  all  that  Spain  pof- 
feffes  on  the  continent  of  North  Ame- 
rica, to  the  E*.ft,  or  to  the  South  Eaft, 
of  the  river  MiffifTippi.     And  his  Bri- 
tannick Majefty  agrees  to  grant  to  the 
inhabitants  of    this  country;    above 
ceded,  the  liberty  of  the  Catholick  re- 
ligion :  Hewiil,  inconfequence,  give 
the  moft  exact  and  the  moft  effectual 
orders,  that  his  new  Roman  Catho- 
lick fubjects  may  profefs  the  worfhip 
of  their  ieligion  according  to  the  rites 
of  the  Roman  church,  as  far  as  the 
laws  of  Great  Britain  permit.     His 
Britannick   Majefty    farther    agrees, 
that  the  Spanifh  inhabitants,  or  others, 
who  would  have  been  fubjects  of  the 
Catholick  King  in  the  faid  countries, 
may  retire,  in  all  fafety  and  freedom, 
wherever  they  pleafe  ;    and  may  fell 
their  eftates,    provided   it  be   to  his 
Britannick   MajeiVs    fubjects,    and 
tranfport  their  effect?,  as  weii  as  their 
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perfons,  without  their  being  refkrained 
in  their  emigration,  under  any  pre- 
tence whatfoever,  except  debts,  or 
criminal  profecutions :  The  term, 
limited  for  this  emigration,  being 
fixed  to  the  ipace  of  eighteen  months, 
to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the 
ratification  of  the  definitive  treaty. 
Ic  is  further  ilipuiated,  that  his  Catho- 
lick Majefty  mail  have  power  to  caufe 
all  the  efucts,  that  belong  to  him, 
cither  artillery,  or  others,  to  be  car- 
ried away. 

A't.  XX.  The  Kinorof  Portugal, 
his  Britannick  Majctty's  ally,  is  ex- 
piefsly  included  in  the  prefent  pre- 
liminary articles.  And  their  Mod 
Cnriftian  and  Catholick  Majefties  en- 
gage to  re  eftablifh  the  ancient  peace 
and  friendfhip  between  them  and  his 
Moft  Faithful  Majefty :  And  they 
promife, 

ift,  That  there  ihall  be  a  total  cef- 
fation  of  hollilities  between,  the 
crowns  of  Spain  and  Portugal,  and 
between  the  Spnnifh  and  French 
troops  on  the  one  fide,  and  the  Portu- 
ctufe  troops  and  thofe  of  their  allies,' 
on  the  other,  immediately  aft 
ratification  of  thefe  preliminaries : 
and  that  there  mail  be  a  like  eel  i 
cf  hoiliiities  between  the 
forces  of  the  Moll  Christian,  and  Ca- 
tholick Kings,  on  the  one  pr.rt,  and 
thofe  of  the  Moft  Faithful  King,  on 
the  other,  in  all  ether  parts  of  the 
world,  as  well  bv  fea  as  by  land; 
which  cefTation  (hall  be  fixed  on  the 
fame  epochs,  and  under  the  fame 
conditions,  as  that  between  Great 
Britain,  France,  and  Spain,  and 
ihall  continue  till  the  condufion  of 
the  definitive  treaty  between  Great 
Britain,  France,  Spain,  and  Portu- 
gal. 

zd,  That  all  his  Moft  Faithful  Ma- 
jefty's  fortrefles,  and  countries,  in 
Europe,  which  fhall  have  been  con- 
quered by  the  Spanifh  and  French 
armies,  Ihall  be  reitored  in  the  fame 
condition  they  were  in  when  they 
were  conquered  :  and  that  with  re- 
gard to  the  Portuguefe  colonies  in 
America,  or  elfewhcre,  if  any  change 


Ihall  have  happened  in  them,  all 
things  fhall  be  put  again  on  the  fame 
footing  they  were  before  the  prefent 
war.  And  the  Moft  Faithful  King 
fhall  be  invited  to  accede  to  the  pre- 
fent preliminary  articles  as  foon  as  mail 
be  pebble. 

Art.  XXI.  All  t'.e  countries  and 
territories  which  may  have  been  con- 
quered, in  any  part  of  the  v/orld 
whatfoever,  by  the  arms  of  their  Bri- 
tannick and  Mod  Faithful  Majefties, 
as  well  as  by  thofe  r,f  their  Moft 
Cnriftian  and  Catholick  Majefties, 
which  are  not  included  in  the  prefent 
articles,  either  under  the  tick"  of  cef- 
fions,  or  under  the  ti  Je  of  reftitutionf, 
fhall  be  reftored  without  .difficulty, 
and  without  requiring  compenfa- 
tions. 

Art.  XXII.  As  it  is  necefTdry  to  af- 
%rt  a  fixed  epoch  for  the  reftitutions, 
and  the  evacuatirr,?,  to  be  made  by 
each  of  the  high  contracting  parties, 
it  is  agreed,  that  the  Eritiih  and 
French  troops  fhall  proceed,  imme- 
diately after  tne  ratiiicaticr.  or  the  pre- 
liminaries, to  tie  evacuation  of  the 
conn'rics  which  they  occupy  in  the 
empire,  or  elfewhere,  conformably  to 
the  Xikb  and  Xlllth  articles. 

The  iflaod  of  Belleifle  fhall  be  eva- 
cuated fix  weeks  after  the  ratification 
of  the  definitive  treaty,  cr  ioonerifit 
can  be  done. 

Guacclnpe.  Defirade,  Mariega- 
lante,  Maitinico,  and  St.  Lucia,  ti.rce 
months  after  the  ratification  of  the  de- 
firitive  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be 
done.

poil'efiion  of  the  river  and  of  the  port 
of  Mobile,  and  of  all  that  is  to  form 
the  limits  cf  the  territory  of  Great 
Britain,  on  the  nee  of  the  river  Mif- 
fiilippi,  as  they  are  ipecifaed  in  the 
Yf  h  article. 

The  ifiand  cf  Goree  fl.all  be  eva- 
cuated    by     Great     Britain, 
months  air.  :  of  the  de- 

finitive treaty  j  and  the  iihod  of  Mi- 
norca 
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norca  by  France,  at  the  fame  epoch, 
or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done.  And  ac- 
cording to  the  conditions  of  the  IVth 
Article,  France  fhall  alfo  enter  into 
pofleffion  of  the  iflands  of  St.  Peter, 
and  of  Miquelon,  at  the  end  of  three 
months. 

The  comptoirs  in  the  E^ft  Indes 
fhall  be  reftored  fix  months  after  the 
ratification  of  the  definitive  treaty,  or 
fooner,  if  it  can  be  done. 

The  iflind  of  Cuba,  with  the  for- 
trefs  of  theHavannah,  (hall  be  rellored 
three  months  after  the  Ratification  of 
the  Definitive  Treaty,  or  fooner  if  it 
can  be  done  :  and,  at  the  fame  time, 
Great  Britain  dial!  enter  into  polTef- 
fion  of  the  country  ceded  by  Spain  ac- 
cording to  the  XlXth  Article. 

All  the  forcreffes,  and  countries  of 
his  moft  Faithful  Majefty,  in  Europe, 
Ihall  be  reftored  immediately  after  the 
ratification  of  the  definitive  treaty  :  and 
the  Portuguefe  colonies,  which  may 
have  been  conquered,  fhall  bi  reftored 
in  the  fpace  of  three  months  in  the 
Weil  Indies,  and  of  fix  months  in  the 
Eaft  Indie.*,  after  the  ratification  of 
the  defiriitive  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it 
can  be  done* 

In  confequence  whereof*  the  necef- 
fary  orders  fhall  be  fent  by  each  of  the 
high  contracting  parties,  with  reci- 
procal paffpens  for  the  fhips  which 
ihall  carry  them,  immediately  after 
the  ratification  of  the  definitive  treaty. 

Art.  XXIII.  All  the  treaties,  of 
what  nature  foever,  which  exifled, 
before  the  prefent  war,  as  well  be- 
tween their  Britannick  and  moft  Chrif- 
tian  Majelties,  as  between  their  Bri- 
tannick and  Caihoiick  Majelties,  as 
alfo  between  any  of  the  above-named 
powers  and  his  moft  Faithful  Ma- 
jefty,  fhall  be,  as  they  are  in  effect, 
renewed  and  confirmed,  in  all  their 
points,  which  are  not  derogated 
from  by  the  p-efenc  preliminary  arti- 
cles, notwithstanding  whatever  may 
have  been  ftipulated  to  the  contrary 
by  any  of  the  high  contracting  par- 
ties :  and  all  the  laid  parties  declare, 
that  they  will  net  fuffer  any  privilege, 
favour,  or  indulgence,  to  fubfi't,  con- 
trary to  the  treaties  above  confirmed. 
December  1762. 
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Art.  XXIV.  The  prifoners  made 
refpectively  by  the  arms  of  their  £>ri- 
tannick,  moftChriftian,  Catholick,and 
moft  Faithful  Majeflies,  by  land  and 
by  fea,  fhall  be  rellored  reciprocally, 
and  lo/iajide,  after  the  ratification  of 
the  definitive  treaty,  without  ranfom. 
paying  the  debts  they  fhall  have  con- 
tracted during  their  captivity.  And 
each  crown  fhall  refpectively  pay  the 
advances  which  mall  have  been  made 
for  the  fubfiftence  and  maintenance  of 
their  prifoneis,  by  the  Sovereign  of  the 
country' where  they  fhall  have  been 
detained,  according  to  the  receipts  and 
attelted  accounts,  and  other  authentic 
titles  which  fhall  be  furnifhed  on  each 
fide. 

»  Art.  XXV.  In  order  to  prevent  all 
caufes  of  complaints,  and  difputes, 
which  may  arife  on  account  of  fhips, 
merchandizes,  and  other  effects,  which 
may  be  taken  by  fea  ;  it  is  recipro- 
cally agreed,  that  the  fhips,  mer- 
chandizes and  effects,  which  may  be 
taken  in  the  Channel,  and  in  the 
North  Seas,  after  the  fpace  of  twelve 
days,  to  be  computed  from  the  rati- 
fication of  the  prefent  preliminary 
articles,  fhall  be  reciprocally  re.tored 
on  each  fide. 

That  the  term  fhall  be  fix  weeks 
for  the  prizes  taken  from  the  Channel, 
the  JSritifh  Seas,  and  the  North  Seas, 
as  far  as  the  Canary  Iflands  inclufively, 
either  in  the  Ocean,  or  in  the  Medi- 
terranean. 

Three  months,  from  the  faid  Canary 
Iflands  as  far  as  the  Equinoctial  Line, 
or  Equator. 

Laftly,  fix  months*  beyond  the  faid 
Equinoctial  Line,  or  Equator,  and  in 
all  other  parts  of  the  world,  without 
any  exception,  or  other  more  particular 
defcription  of  time  and  place. 

Art.  XXVI,  The  ratifications  of 
the  prefent  preliminary  articles  fhall 
be  expedited  in  good  and  indue  form, 
and  exchanged  in  the  fpace  of  one 
month,  or  fooner,  if  it  can  be  done, 
to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the 
fignature  of  the  prefent  Articles.

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f  ET  us  now  turn  to  the  brighter 
1  ^partsofMr.NauVs  life  and  charac- 
ter :  once  admitted  into  the  circle  of  the 
Bean  Monde,  Nafh  laid  claim  to  all 
the  privileges  by  which  itisdiftinguifh 
ed,  and  fet  up  for  a  man  of  gallantry 
find  intrigue.  Nature,  however,  had 
by  no  means  formed  him  for  a  Beau 
Garcon  ;  his  perfon  was  clumfey,  too 
large  and  aukward,  and  his  fea- 
tures harfh,  ftrong,  and  peculiarly  ir- 
regular ;  ^et  even,  with  thofe  difad- 
vantages,  he  made  love,  became  an 
univerfal  2dmirer  of  the  fex,  and  was 
univerfally  admired.  Wit,  flattery, 
and  fine  cloaths,  he  ufed  to  fay,  were 
enough  to  debauch  a  nunnery.  He 
fometjraes  humsuroufly  called  hiinfelf  a 
beau  of  three  generation?.  The  lover, 
in  the  reign  of  King  Charles,  he  faid, 
was  folemn,  majeftic  and  formal.  He 
vifned  his  miftrels  ih  ftate,  languifh- 
ed  for  the  favour,  kneeled  when  he 
toafted  his  goddefs,  walked  with  fo- 
lemriitv,  performed  the  moft  trifling 
things  wi'h  decorum,  and  took  fnuff 
With  a -flourifh.  The  beau  in  the  lat- 
ter part  of  Queen  Anne's  reign  diflik- 
ing  fo  much  forma iity,  was  pert,  (mart 
i 
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and  lively  ;  he  was  ever  laughing  at 
his  own  ridiculous  fituation  ;  till  ac 
laft  he  perfuaded  the  lady  to  become 
as  ridiculous  as  hi;r.felf.  The  beau  of 
the  third  age,  in  which  Mr.  Nafh  died, 
was  ftill  mere  extraordinary  than  ei- 
ther ;  his  whole  ftcret  in  intrigue  con- 
fided in  perfect  indifference.  The 
only  way  to  make  love  now,  Nafh,  of- 
ten faid,  is  to  take  no  manner  of  no- 
tice of  the  lady.  Mr.  Nafh  did  not 
long  continue  an  univerfal  gallant; 
but  in  tie  early  years  of  his  reign  be- 
came the  protector  of  their  innocence, 
and  the  guardian  of  their  reputation. 
He,  in  the  firft  place,  prevented  any 
antmofnies  that  might  arife  from  place 
and  precedence,  by  being  previoufly 
acquainted  with  the  rank  and  quality 
of  almoft  every  family  in  the  Britifh 
dominions.  He  endeavoured  to  ren- 
der fcandal  odious,  by  marking  it  as 
the  refult  of  envy  and  folly  united. 
Though  thefe  endeavours  could  not 
totally  farprefs  fcandal,  yet  they  gain- 
ed him  the  friendfhip  of  feveral  ladies 
ofdiftinftion  ;  among  this  number  was 
the  ©Id  Duchefs  of  Marlborough,  who 
frequently  confulted  him  in  concerns
